AROUND BAY ST. LOUIS. 


The Beach Strewn With Wreckage and 
Dead Bodies Found. 

Bar Sr. Louis, Miss., Oct. 6.—The lugger 
Jacoma, in command of Capt. Tony Barraco, 
and schooner Salvador Rosa,under command 
of Capt. Rosa, have just returned from a 
cruise around the islands, having in tow two 
disabled vessels, the lugger Australia and 
schooner Mary, They found five dead bodies 
at Creole Gap and buried them where found, 
Over 100 deaths are reported in the Louisiana 
marsh, They assisted the distressed luggers 


Josephine, Independentand Bistoria. They 
found lugger KHosalie of New Orleans a com- 
plete wreck with four dead bodies lashed to 
her. The beach around the island was 
strewn with debrisof wrecked vessels. They 
were signalled by the keepers of both Pass 
Marian and Cat Island liguthouses 
who were found to be suffering from lack of 
water, their tanks having been destroyed by 
the storm and the Pass Marian keeper had 
the misfortune to lose his boat. Capts. Rosa 
and Barraco gave all the water they could 
spareand reported their condition to the 
Collector of the Port upon arrival here. The 
United States revenue steamer Seward, 
which was reported here as lost, is doing 
work along the Sound. The larger schooner, 
Henrietta P.,is wrecked and lying on the 
shell road near Dunbar factory at Cedar 
Point. The schooners Messenger and Pauline 
were washed 600 feet in the marsh atthe 
lower extremity ofthe bay. The Pauline isa 
complete wreck The Julia B., which ar- 


ber, is entirely destroyed and her debris 
strewn along the beach. 

Capt. Bordman’s fine sail boat was 
washed 400 feet in the marsh, but forturate- 
ly not injured. An unknown colored sailor 
was washed ashore at Waveland yesterday 
and buried by the authorities. 

The damage done tothe bay and Waveland 
is much greater than at first estimated. 
Property owners are discouraged. It will 
cost many of them several thousand dollars 
to even half way repair their beach, and it 
cannever be whatit was beforethe great 
storm, and nothing butagescan repair the 
grand oaks that added so much to the beauty 
of the bay. The side streets have been 
cleared as far as practicable, and available 
workmen are engaged on the froyt trying to 
get the shell road repaired sufficiently for 
safe travel.

To-daya rexularrelief as 
sociation was organized at the Commercial 
Club and $5,000 was subscribed at once.

It may be pointed out, however, that even 
should De Jong confess that he killed his 
wife, as is strongly suspected, he could not 
be convicted upon a confession obtained in 
this manner. It has en decided that two 
eminent physicians will try the experiment. 
The story of Mrs. De Jong’s disappearance 
has excited genera) interest, not only in 
Holland, but also in England. Prior to her 
marriage she was a Miss Sarah Anna Juett, 
and her home was at Maidenhead, Berk- 
shire. ö 

The following romantic details of her 
courtship, marriage and disappearance only 
served to add to the deep .mystery surround- 
ingher. Last November a young Dutchman 
named De Jong, who wasa steward on a ves 
Scltrading between the Holland ports and 
Middlesborough, got into trouble on board in 
connection, itis said, with smuggling cigars, 
and was sentenced to a term of imprison- 
ment. While in confinefhent he became very 
ill, and had to be removed to the infirmary 
at Middlesborough, where he had for his at - 
tendant Miss Juett, who, although her 
parents are well-to-do, was acting as 
a purse. She was very good looking 
and about 25 years old. She at once 
attracted the attention of her patient, and 
the young pair were soon, apparently, ino 
love with each other. A few days later De 
Jong proposed marriage and was accepted. 
On leaving the hospital at the end of Novem- 
ber he went to Holland, and the young lady 
did not see him again until last April, 
although correspondence had passed be- 
tween them. 

He then explained that he intended at once 
to marry her, and some time! ay he put in 
an appearance at Maidenhead, when he was 
introduced to the girl’s parents. His general 
behavior gave rise to no suspicion on the 
part of anyone, but, altotgh he indicated 
that he had plenty of money and that he 
owned a hotel in Holland, he was always 
mislaying or losing his purse and borrowing 
money from the girl’s father and others. 

On June 15 last the young couple were mar- 
ried at St. Lukegs Church, Nortbtown of 
Maidenhead. The young man had secured a 
license, granted by the Bishop of Oxford, 
but even this fact, together with the fact 
that he refused to invite any of his friends, 
created only a passing surprise. 

After the ceremony, and just as the newly 
married couple were starting for the honey- 
moon, De Jong discovered that he had lost 
his purse. His bride at once gave him £5, 
and her father wrote a check on a local ban« 
for £20. As they drove away from the 

arental home the girl called out to her 

ather that the money would be returned ina 
day or two, but since thattime De Jong has 
denied ever having the money. 

The young couple tooka train to Hading- 
ton and stayed at the Devonshire Hotel, 
Bishopsgate street, London, embarking the 
next day for Holland. It is known that they 
stopped some days at the Sluis Hotel at Arne- 
shim, They were seen in other places in Hol- 
land subsequently. While they were away 
the parents of the girl could get no answers 
to letters.or telegrams, and early in August 
the girl disappeared. 

The man wasat Amsterdam on Aug. 1, and 
there stayed in some lodgings, where he 
speedily made the acquaintance of his host- 
ess and her sister, Misses Maria and Sybilla 
Schmitz. With the latter De Jong became 
very intimate, and soon persuaded her to 
marry him. This is on the testimony of Miss 
Schmitz’ sister. 

The pair visited London, and it is supposed 
that While Miss Schmitz was n London her 
sol disant husband took the opportunity of 
running Gown to Maidenhead. Tothe con- 
sternation of every one De Jong walked into 
the Juetthome. Before he could say any- 
thing the anxious mother expressed the 
greatest surprise that he was alone ana asked 
where her daughter was. e Jong. who 
spoke English imperfectly, said: ‘She has 
run away from me and has gone off with a 
big American. 

So great was his assumed grief that he was 
the recipient of the family’s consolation, his 
conduct lending veracity to his tale. Be was 
invited to stay the night, dut absolutely de- 
clined, it being supposed thathe wanted to 
get back to London to his second love. 

On Aug. 21a couple calling themselves Mr, 
and Mrs. De Jong were back in Amsterdam, 
where they stayed in several hotels. 

On ane. 81 De Jong and Miss Schmitz left 
Amsterdam for Bussum, a village some dis- 
tance off, and then occurs a blank. The 
woman has not been seen or heard of since. 
Meanwhile suspicions are excited in En- 
gland, and the Dutch police received a re- 
quest from Scotland Yard to make inquiries 
as to the whereabouts of De Jong and to 
place him unger arrest. After a great deai 
of 8 by the Dutch and English 
authorities and the suspicion about his wife 
being strengthened dy the disappearance of 
Miss Schmitz, the Dutch police effected the 
— of De Jong, who was encountered ina 
cate. 

De Jong, it is said, was well Known in Hol- 
land before his escapade in England. No 
trace of either his wifeor Miss Scimitz has 
been found ,though the police have exhausted 
their resources in hunting for them.

The selgnorage is not to be coined, 
but is to be sold for gold (either at homeor 
abroad) and the gold received for it is to be 
beld inthe Treasury and used only for the 
purpose of maintaining parity between the 
two metais.

Thomas Omerode’s Peculiar Claints as to 
His Relations With Mrs. Kate June.

, Omerode’s story ofthe affair was as fol- 
ows. 

About a year ago while working in the 
vicinity of Mrs. June’s home she re- 
quested me to do some carpenter 
work for her. I became acquainted with her, 
and at her solicitation I went to board with 
her. She was in financial distress, and I gave 
her nearly all the money I made, sometimes 
even denying niyself clothes in order to pro- 
vide for her children, whom I think a great 
deal of. While at her house 
we became very intimate, and 
finally engaged tomarry. The day set was 
last Thursday. Recently, however, I became 
suspicious of her and resolved to watch her. 
One night I met her with a man at the Expo- 
sition. When I taxed ber with it she said 
that he was only an old friend, and that his 
name was Grin, and that he was 
bookmaker at the Eouth Side 

track. Her explanation was 
ene, to me and the matter was 
dropped. owever, last Sunday night, as I 
was going to my room through the side en- 
trance, I heard a man’s voice in her room 
and, resolving to make an Investigation, I 
went to the cellar, procured a stepiadder 
and looked into her room through the win- 
dow. My suspicions were contirmed and 
I went away resolving to have nothing more 
to do with her. I went to her house to 
straighten up some matters between us, but 
made no threats against her. When 1 did 
meet her I only accosted her and asked her 
to let me speak to her for a min- 
ute. She called patrolman 
and told him to me. The 
officer grabbed me dy throat 
and tore my collar, as you can see. I re- 
monstrated with him. ‘He hit me with his 
billy and then I resisted him.“

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DEATH OF W. CG 


An Old Citizsn Dies fuddenly of Heart 
Failure. 


The death of William Crawford Day, the 
Superintendent of the Brad Street Company, 
which occurred yesterday afternoon, was 
most unexpected.

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NO SECTIONALISM. 


The interests of the various sections are 
not identical, but they seem to be antag- 
onistic only when one is over-emphasized 
and over-petted in legislation. 

There is no reason why all the sections 
should not dwell together in harmony, 
each working out its part in the great task 
of American development, each making its 
contribution to the common good. 

The interests of the people of the sec- 
tions cannot be opposed. If the influence 
of the money power’’ or the tariff 
barons’’ of the East is hurtful to the West 
it is no less hurtful to the East. Monopo- 
lists know no North, South, East or West, 
They absorb from all sections, they use 
their sponge wherever labor is productive. 
They have no political prejudices, no po- 
litical ideas. They are Republicans in 
Republican States, Democrats in Demo- 
cratic States, and Populists in Populist 
States. To them sectionalism is a vain 
and foolish crank, for they are willing to 
reap wherever oper men have sown. 

The real obstacle to the progress and 
healthy growth of all sections is the power 
of all sorts of monopolies acquired by spe- 
cial legislation, both in Congressand in the 
State Legislatures. The monopoly of 
manufacturing industries so freely be- 
stowed by Congress is not more hurtful to 
the people of all sections than is the policy 
so long pursued by Western States of 
granting control of natural monopolies to 
corporations without properly safeguard- 
ing the public interests. 

The fault is not in the sinister power of 
the East, nor is it in the devilish ingenuity 
of the monopolists themselves. They take 
what is given them, like sensible men, 
and cannot be blamed for seeing their own 
interests more clearly than those of any- 
body else. The fault is in the ignorance 
and indifference of the people themselves, 
who have been too generous with their fa- 
vors. They have only themselves to blame 
for their misfortune. The question is not 
sectional. Itisas wide as the continent, 
and must be raised wherever the people 
have voluntarlly surrendered their earn- 
ings to the accumulater of monopoly 
profits.

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MINORITY RULE. 


In his speech opposing the repeal of the 
Sherman law Senator Butler practically 
set up the radical doctrine that the ma- 
jority had no right to execute its will bya 
vote. . 

He asserted that legislation wasto be 
effected not by vote, but by compromise, 
which he declared to be the essence of our 
form of government. This is not a gov- 
ernment of majorities,’’ said he; ‘‘itisa 
government of written law, to which the 
majority of the Senate or of any other 
deliberative body isas amenableas the 
minority. 

As applied to the action of the Senate 
upon a measure of legislation this is sheer 
nonsense. The, checks which have been 
placed upon majority rule in our govern- 
ment through the distribution of govern- 
mental powers and functions between 
separate and independent departments 
does not nullify one whit the essential 
principle that the will of the majority 
must rule in any one department and ulti- 
mately in all. These checks were designed 
as safeguards against rash action, not as 
preventives of the final triumph of the will 
of the majority. That they frequently 
render it necessary to make compromises 
between differing departmentsin order to 
effect legislation is an incidental evil and 
not, as Senator Butler asserts, an essential 
object. 

The Democratic party is now in power in 
allthe departments of the Government, 
If Senator Butler’s theory is correct it can- 
not put through any of the legislative re- 
forms with which it has been charged by the 
people without the consent of the Republi- 
can minority, whose policy has been repudi- 
ated by the people. Itis charged with re- 
pealing the federal election laws, but it 
can only modify them asthe Republicans 
freely give permission. It is pledged to 
reduce the tariff to a revenue basis, but 
its tariff measure must be framed to suit 
the protectionist minority. It is pledged 
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greatest good to every citizen.

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PREPOSTEROUS NONSENSE. 
The views of two Englishmen, visiting 


in this country, with regard to the aboli- 


tion of the House of Lords, have just been 
given to the American press. Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, the leader of the Unionists, 
says: This talk about the abolition of 
the House of Lords is all nonsense. Mr. 
Horace Plunket, a political associate of 
Mr. Chamberlain in Parliament, voices 
the same sentiment in the remark, ‘‘As to 
the abolition of the House of Lords, that is 
preposterous,’’ 

These gentlemen hold strange notions as 


to what is nonsense and preposterousness. 


Mr. Chamberlain adds that the Lords 
would immediately pass a home rule bill if 
they thought the country really favored it 
or if Mr. Gladstone should appeal to the 
people and come back with a majority. 
He does not, however, say what would 
happen if they should refuse to pass the 
home rule bill in the event of another 
popular decision in its favor. He 
knows they would be swept aside 
as a cobweb. Yet he and his 
friends think it nonsense and preposterous 
to suggest the abolition of an hereditary 
legislative body without power to legis- 
late, without responsibility to the people, 
yet bound to ober the will of the people as 
expressed through another legislative 
body, and with power only to put the exe- 
cution of the will they must finally: re- 
spect to costly delay and obstruction. 

It is more than half a century since Sid- 
ney Smith ridiculed the helpless opposi- 
tion of the House of Lords to the popular 
will by comparing it with old Dame Part- 
ington, who took a broom and tried to 
sweep back the waves of the sea from her 
Brighton doorsteep. The preposterous 
nonsense lies inthe continued toleration 
of a legislative body which the people rec- 
ognize and have long récognized as a bar- 
nacle, an impotent and ridiculous sur- 
vivor of a dead past. 

But Mr. Chamberlain and his associates 
look at itfrom a Tory standpoint and 
from that standpoint every new idea, no 
matter how firmly grounded in justice and 


wisdom, is preposterous nonsense,

the Hands of Minufacturers and De- 
linquent Customers—Probable Begin- 
ning ofa ibe Organization. 


The retail mercharts of hissours met this 
morning at the headquarters of the 
St. Louis Retail |Grocers’ Association 
to perfect a tual benefit agsocia- 
tion. There ere about fifty 
delegates present, | representing various 
branches of trade. Among the delegates 
who signed the ro] were: famuel Hart, 
Troy; John u.

The delegates assembled in response to a 
call sent out recently by a committee of local 
retail dealers, Befor the call was issued the 
retail merchants of various classes 
throughout the State were com- 
municated with ind asked to state 
their views regarding the holding of a con- 
vention for the puſpose of effecting a State 
organization. The replies being unanimously 
favorable the call was issued. No restriction 
was placed on reprmsentation, and any re- 
tall merchant, whether connected with a 
trade organization or not, was eligible to 
take part in the prochedings. 

The objects of the association, as stated in 
the call, were: 

First, To encourage the establishment of local re- 
tail organizations; second, To remedy the trade 
abuses with which the retail business may be 
afflicted; third, To protectthe retailers against loss 
from delinguehts; fourth, To secure desired legisla- 
lation and, fifth, In agenetai way to elevate and to 
impreve the condition of the retail trade in a man- 
ner that can be accompljished only by thorough 
organization, 

Mr. Giles Boland, President of the St. Louts 
Retail Grocers’ Association, rapped for 
order at 11:30 o’clock and the convention pro- 
ceeded to business. 

A believe it isthe sentiment of all the re- 
tail merchants of the State,’’ said 
Mr. Boland, that all the evils to 
which they are subject at the hands 
not only of legislatots but of manufacturers 
can be eradicated by organization. There 
ought to be among the 40,000 retail merchants 
of the state enough material to form an or- 
ganizationthat could command the respect 
of the law-makers and the com- 
muaity and force a recognition of 
their rights. Political representation does 
not fall to the hands of the men who pay the 
taxes, buttolawyersand professional poli- 
ticilans. I do not want tö say much. I want 
the expression to come from you, and I hope 
you will speak out umreservedly.’’ 

Mr. A. McCabe Was then made Temporary 
Chalrman of the convention. Mr. Thomas 
Layton was nominated for lemporary Secre- 
tary, but asked tobe excused. Mr. Huber 
of Booneville was then selected for the 
office. Mr. John A, Lee, in Moving the 
appointment of a Committee on Cre- 
dentials, explained that the motion 
was only to camply with parliamentary 
usage as representation in the body was 
open to any retail merchant inthe State. He 
went on to explain that the object ofthe 
association might be misunderstood. It was 
entirely commendable and antagonized no 
interest. The association, as he understood 
it, would favor the establishment of 
local grocers’ organizations, butchers’ or- 
ganizations, bakers’ organizatioas, jewelers’ 
organizations and allsuch bodies as would 
promote the interests of the. individual 
trades, but that ali their interest would be 
mergedin this one general association, 
which would not be a trust or a trade combli- 
nation, but an organization for mutual pro- 
tection andthe advancement of the retail 
dealers’ interests.

AN EMPTY TREASURY. 


Choctaws Likely to Have Trouble Over 
Changing Officials. 


TUSKAHOMA, I. T., Oct. 6.—In the Choctaw 
Council this morning Senator Harris intro- 
duced a pill extending amnesty to all per- 
sons charged with political crimes from 
August, 1892, to Oct. 1, 1893, who are now, or 
may hereafter be, indicted. Fuller’s citizen- 
ship is to be restored as though no offense 
had ever been com mitted. It is 
thought that the bill will be passed without 
serious opposition, the developments of the 
past few weeks having convinced 
the greater part of the Choctaw 


people regardless of factions that this is the 
wisest course to pursue. 

It is said that Gov. Jones is not averse to 
the measure. 

The finances of the Choctaw nations are 
undoubtedly in very bad condition. They 
are in such tangled shape that itis doubtful 
if they are ever gtraightened. 

Wellie Wilson, the new Treasurer, made 
his bond and was sworn in last mant. 
VicCurtain, the outgoing treasurer, 
seems greatly exercised over matters. 
His final report has not been sent in yet and 
no information can be gained as to when it 
will be ready. 

Gov. Jones in his message recommended a 
most rigid investtwation of the accounts of 
all officers. McCurtain does not seem to 
know how he stands. He has telegraphed to 
all the banks where he has funds deposited to 
know how his accounts stood. All this Is 
causing comment, 

The royalties for the past year were $130,000 
from Aug. 1, 1892, to Oct. 5, 1893; $226,000 
were paid out and orders are stand- 
ing against the Treasurer for over 
$2,000 more. There is only $800 cash 
on hand of avatiable funds. Investigation 
will be made and a scandal is looked for. 


ANTI-CLEVELANDITES SEATED. 


New York Democrats Commend the 


President and Kn‘fs His Friends. 

SARATOGA, N. I., Oct. 6.—The Democratic 
Convention met for the second day’s pro- 
ceedings at Ii o’clock this morning. The 
report of the Committee on Contested Seats 
was made by James W. Ridgpway of Brook 
lyn, and in every case seated anti-Cleveland 
contestants except in one instance, where 
the delegation was evenly divided. The

Delegates Sheridan Webster, Connolly and 
Cassidy were appointed a committee to act 
in conjunction with a committee of the 
horseshoers on the business affecting thay 
trade. ns 

A boycott of the butchers and saussage- 
makers was referred to the Committee on 
Strikes and Boycotts. oe 

Acommittee consisting of Wm. Anderson 
and R. D. Osborne was appointed to see ex- 
a, Lovindale and try to get from him 
the $, papers and money of the Federa- 
tion. 

The Committee on Constitution and Laws 
continued its report, taking articles and sec- 
tions seriatim, with the understanding that 
if no objection were raised the section as

The articles applyingto the name of the 
organization, the objects§ot the federa- 
tion, time and manner of holding conven- 
tions and rules governing conventfons were 
read and adopted without debate. 

The article on repsesentation, after pro- | 
ducing deDate pro and con, was adopted as 
reported by the committee. 

CHANGE IN OFFICERS. 

The aticle on Officers of the Federation was 
changed to merge the offices of Secretary and 
Treasurer into one called the Secretary- 
Treasurer, and three organizers, one of 


whom must be a colored man, added to the 
number, the seven officers to constitute the 
Executive Committee. 

Sec. 6of the article pertaining to officers, 
and which reads: Any member in good 
standing ofany union connected with this 
Federation is eligible to any omee in 
this Federation, in 
convention as 
the next rock the 
ship split. A proposition amending the 
above, ®xcepting any man not — em- 
ployed at his trade, or any member holding a 
political office, from being ever seated asa 
delegate, was presented, and was so evi- 
dently an effort to disfranchise Labor Com 
missioner Blackmore that Delegate J. Burns 
of Carpenters’ Union, No. 4, which had sent 
Commissioner Blackmore against his own 
wishes as a delegate to the convention, took 
the floor and denounced the attempt. 

This innocent looking amendment, said 
Mr. Burns, is an infamous effort to disfran- 
chise one of the members of the carpenters’ 
delegation on the plea that he is holding a 
political office. I deny that his is a litical 
Office in the sense meant by those delegates. 
It isan industrial office. Every one ofthe 
men opposed to him tried to get the same 
office andare only jealous of the success of 
my colleague. Nearly every one of them has 
been a jim crow politician himself and run 
as Mr. Webster has on the Prohibition ticket, 
as Mr. Hogan has on the Populist ticket 
or as any man dere has on 
the Socialist ticket, and yet they 
would attribute unworthy motives to a 
man accepting an appointive office which 
properly administered would redound to the 
great good of labor.“ 

Delegate D. C. Osborne scathed Friedman, 
Webster and the other Socialists telling them 
they had petitioned the Government to 
create a labor office. ‘‘Then,’’ he continued, 
you petitioned the Government that a 
labor man be appointed to the office; as 
soon as this was done you, failing to get the 
Office for yourselves, tried to exclude the 
same man fromthe Federation. The fact fs 
you are against the Government, you are 
against the law, you are against order and 
from the declaration of be neiples in one of 
the organizations you belong to, you are 
against God Almighty Himself.’’ 

Delegates Webster, Friedman, O’Hara, 
Kassel and others spoke in reply and after a 
substitute was voted down the previous 
amendment was voted on and the vote stood 
28 for to 25 against. 

The chair at first declared the motion car- 
ried and then being referred by Burns and 
Jackson to another section on changing the 
constitution found that there was aot a two- 
thirds vote in favor of the change, and 
declared it lost. However, the socialistic 
party had this alternative: their majority 
vote was large enough torefer the matter to 
the local unions represented, and if a ma- 
jority of the members of these unions favored 
the amendment it would become law.
